Sugeaipan Know.es’s New Pray.— Knowles at last has a new play in rehear- 
sel at Drury- Lane theatre, for which he is to have an engagement, and the sum 
of five hundred pounds! It is called “‘ The Wrecker’s Daughter,” and will be 
founded, I dare say, ona tale by Knowles, thus entitled, which eppeared in the 
New York Mirro:, a couple of years since. Knowles, Warde, and Cooper are 
said to have good parts in this new piece. Mis3 Huddart (the cleverest actress 
now in England), will be the heroine, and her part is said to be full of deep and 
Powerful interest. This new play will be produced next week, it is said. 
Bulwer's comedy, “ The Duchess de Valliere,” is most unaccountably delayed 
“Covent Garden. I suspect they mean to keep it back, to play against Knowles’s 
Rew piece. This is not over and above handsome. 

*s success continues, as at first, very extraordinary. Macready is said 
te have been as eonstant an attendant at Drury-Lane of late as his own engage- 
Ments at Covent Garden would permit. On one occasion, it is said, that when 
some one asked him “‘ Will the American do?’ Macready’s reply was, “ Sir, he 
the only man we have had since the days of John Kemble.” If Macready 
sid this, it is something, for a rival’s praise is the best tribute merit can receive. 

t has been attacked, pretty indefatigably, by two papers, the London 

iner and Despatch. It is in corroboration of what, months since, I took 

ve to anticipate. I then told you that Forrest would have fair play from a 
British audience, but that the Macready and Charley Kean’s newspaper friends

St very likely that Kean junior was invited to act at Drury-Lune. If ever he 
t >to Loaloa, it exniet bs on a permanent engagement; becanse he can 

y play six characters respectably, (his Hamlet is really adwmirable,) and a 
ton andience want more than this limited range. If Forrest were announeed 

SM playing Othello, Loar, Spartacus, and Damon—and no more—the public 
Woul'l think little of him. It is for what he has not played, as much (almost) as 
rw what he plays, that they wonler at ant adm're him, They have seen his 
hi nphs in these characters, and they are forminz a thousind anticipations as 
What will be his Richard, his Shylock, his Hamlet, and soon. Master Betty 
his day, and so will Master Kean. 


But to come back to Forvest and the press. The critic in the Examiner is a 
very clever man, nanicd Forsier. He is the table friend of Macready ; hence, it 
is inte rred, GH of Forrest. Lie crise atthe D ‘apalGid is a Wir. 
Guu mings, a Scotehman, commonly (from his ani-s ywonaceous habits) called 
Dirly Cummings. He is the friend of Vandenhoff, and it does look suspicious, 
that while this © dorty baien "abuses Forrest, ant abuses Macready, he con 
ives toexalt Wandenboff asthe very prince of players! 

Forreatis worker! pretty well. What his tersis are no one pretends to know, 
but the reeeipts are immense. Last week, it is said that £32309 ($16,099) were 
taken at Drary-Lone thertre. This is just half wit th: lessee pays for the 
rent of the house for an entire year. [suppose thar Forrest may have 5002 a 
week. His benefit will be immense. On Tuesday evening be appeared i 
Oihello, and last night would act in King Lear.

On Monday nicht, then, Booth made his bow in Richard the Third, afler an 
absence of eight years. The writers of the press, alnost unanimousty, praise 
the corveciness and accuracy of tis acting.  [t eens 3 if be had husbanded his 
Strenyth too much in the earlier scenes; the last act, in which we so often see a 
physical falling off. was that in which Booth was mow effectual. [t is, | suspect, 
a rare thing for hun to be charged with over caution and excess of curefulness 
At the close of the vlay, he was called for very loudly: Cooper, the stage-mana- 
ger, came on, and said ihat Booth had retired to change his dress, not expecting 
ihis post-play applause, and that the wish of the audience would be commum 
cated to him at once. In a few minutes Cooper came on again, “ pretty consider- 
ably” confused, and said, with his usual solemaity, that he had found Mr. Bovih, 
who had followed kim to the sideacene, and then slipped off. At this the audience 
heartily laughed Booth was purfeetly sober. fle ia announced to play Sir 
Giles Overreach this evening. 

The new opera, ‘ The Siege of Corinth,” (foundedon Byron’s poem,) con- 
tinues to be aitractive. Mademoiselle Duvernay, an exquisite danseuse, is a 
great starat Drury-Lane. Last night she was to“ witch the world with noble” 
dancing in the Maid of Cashmere. 

Julius Casar has been revived at Covent Garden, with a good cast. Macready 
as Brutus, Vandenhoff, Cassius, Charles Kemble, Marc Antony, H. Wallack, 
Casca, and G. Bennet, Julius Casar. Vandenbeff is rather a lusty man, so he 
could not look the “lean and hungry Cassius.” He and Macready, of course, 
made the play. Charles Kemble is said to bave looked well, but acted feebly. 
This play was acted twice last week, was repeated on Monday, and would be 
again acted this evening. On Tuesday Macready appeared as King John; and 
— Saturday Charles Kemble will perform Leon, in “ Rule a Wife and Have a 

ife.” 

On Monday evening, after Julius Cesar, was brought forward a new specta- 
cle, called “ Thalaba the Destroyer, or the Burning Sword.” It is founded on 
Southey’s well known poetical romance. The music is by Rodwell; the scenery 
and machinery new and extensive; and ——— attractions are the grand Bur- 
mese state carriage, (captured in the war of 1526,) a live cumel, and two live 
bulls of Guzerat, drawing another carriage. Among the machinery are a magic 
peacock and a burning sword. It is all spectacle, and very well got up. 

On Tuesday the English Opera House closed, (to open in the spring with the 
French company under Bunn’s management, ) with a benefit for Peake, the dra- 
matist and treasurer. No wonder, when among the actors were Vestris, Chas. 
Mathews, Wilson, Bartley, and Meadows, besides the regular company. 

Sinclair has been starring at Exeter, and appeared on Monday at the Surrey 
theatre as Francis Osbaldistone, in Rob Roy. He will run through his range of 
characters. 

Miss Elphinstone is at the Plymouth theatre ;—very successful.

A work has just been issued frem the press in London, by the intelligent and 
amusing author of “ Random Recollections of the Lords and Commons,” enti. 
titled, ‘‘ The Great Metropolis,” in which, among numerous well written chapters, 
is one upon “ Gaming Houses.” Speaking of the attaches of the “ Great Hell,” 
our author says :— 

“ There are a certain number of persons called ‘ greeks,’ or ‘ spiders,’ attached 
to the establishment, ostensibly members of the club, but without a penny in the 
world, who are found to be eminently serviceable to the ‘concern.’ It is asked 
‘in what way? Why, in catching fats—or, to use their own phraseology, ‘ to 
bring in pigeons to be plucked.’ T persons must, of course, be well treated ; 
and,as a supper at home is a rare thing withthem, one at Creckford’s is so much 
the greater object. Besides, the work of catching flats is but half finished when 
the latter are brought into the house. 

« Before it can be completed, they must be made to partake of a splendid sup- 
per, and to drink liberally of the ‘delicious wines. W hen they enter the house 
they have not, perhaps, the slightest intention of throwing a single die, or, at an 
rate, ef risking more than a mere trifle. They are pressed by those who ‘ too 
them in’ to partake of the ‘ refreshments,’ as they are called. ell, it appears to 
them refreshment is not a bad thing, after all; they accordingly begin with the 
supper, and end with the hazard-table. The moment they sit down to the re- 
freshments, but not till then, the flats are considered as fairly caught.—When a 
pigeon is caught, however, it is very unusual to pluck him the first few nights. 

“ They allow him to go on winning for some nights in succession. In this, 
the hellites have two objects in view; the one is to give him a keener appetite for 
play, and the other is, that in the interim, they continue, by indirect means, either 
to elicit from himself, or to obtain information from some one else, as to the full 
extent of his resources. They regulate their movements accordingly. It mat- 
ters not, though he be not well supplied with the ready; if his prospect of ‘ by- 
and-by’ succeeding to a large fortune be undeniably good. Crockford’s bank is 
at his service to nearly the full amount,—supposing it were 50,0008.—of what he 
is understood to be certain of succeeding to. Inthis way many young noblemen 
plunge themselves over head-and-ears in what are called debts of honor, before 
they succeed toexpectancies; and consequently, when they do succeed, they are, 
in point of fact,as poor as they were before. Some years ago Lord Cr**+ paid 
down 100,000). on his coming of age, for debtsof honor he had contracted at 
Crock ford’s.” .

“ Little does the unlucky wight of 9 ‘pigeon’ think when be first enters the 
pandemonium, and is dazzlod with the magn.fcence around him, that all the 
plealor he witnesses is kept up at his expense, and the expense of other simple- 
01s like himself.

“The hour at which the hazurd room is thrown open is eleven o'clock, and the 

dice are in immediate requisition. Crockford himself at that moment takes his 


station in acorner of the room, before a liule desk; from that he never stirs till 
tue playing is over. He acts on such occasions as bis ownclerk. No persoe 
xlonging tothe establishment is ullowed, in any circumstances, or under any 


pretext, to enter the room while the gambicrs are at work. ‘There is a Me. 
Pave who acts as inspector, or groom-porer, while (he games are gs ing on in the 
hazard room: but he is in the confidence of most of the noLlemen and ge: demen 
who frequent that part of the house, and though paid for his service: —some sa

“ Seven years ago one pigeon was plucked in a few hours, to the tune of 
60,000.—the stakes were 10,0002. It is on'ty throe years since, Lord C——, the 
grandson of an aged noble Earl, lost 30,0002. in one night. The winner wase 
noble Marquis, of sporting notoriety, who, according to report, was at that i” 
if not now, @ part proprietor of the establishment. ses of 5000i., 7000i., 
10,0001. in one night, are by no means uncommon when a rich flat is caught” 

Speaking of the presumed connection of a certain “ greek” Marquis with 
Crockford’s house, our author observes— 

“It is said that the Marquis of Hertford has from first to last, in the course 
of his life, won upwards of 1,500,0002.; how it has been spent—for it is under- 
stood to have been, for the most part, spent—is pretty generally known to the 
public. He now plays but seldom; hardly ever unless there is a pigeon to be 

lucked.” 
. On “ plucking ” there are a few sensible remarks:— —__ : 

“ When a well-feathered pigeon is ‘in the wind’—such is the gambling-howse 
phraseology—the flat-catchers of Crockford’s are all on the alert. Sometimes 
they will keep their eye on him for a year or two before they expect they can fix 
their talons on him. ‘The public appearance of no young nobleman many

The following are further particulars of the race for the West Border Chal- 
lenge Cup, which came off on Friday, in Dumfries-shire, over three miles of a 
very fine sporting country, and attracted a most numerous concourse. Besides a 
number of carriages filled with ladies of the first rank and fushion, there were 
one thousand horseinen, and the number of pedestrians was incalculable. The 
line of country selected was on the right of the high road leading from Annan to 
Gretna. The starting-post was near Dornock, and the course lay in a direct 
line for three miles in the direction of Gretna. There were about 23 fences in 
the line, some of which were regular raspers, and five or six lanes to cross, two 
or three of which were considered awkward customers. There was also a brook 
(Dornock Burn) in the first mile, considerably swollen by the recent falls of 
snow and rain, which was expected to prove a cold bath to more than one of the 
competitors. Only three horses were entered, viz.:—Mr. Donald’s bay mare by 
Malek, Colonel Graham’s b. g. Harlequin, Mr. Salkeld’s c. m. Shepherdess. In 
the course of the day it was declared that Mr. Donald’s mare would not start, and 
the betting men were obliged to confine their speculations to Harlequin and Shep- 
herdess. About three the horses appeared at the post, mounted by their owners, 
and on the word went away at a steady pace, Shepherdess a little in front till 
they came to the brook, which Mr. Salkeld charged at full speed, and cleared it 
in gallant style. Colonel Graham was less fortunate, as his horse jumped short 
and fell in, and threw his rider with considerable force against the opposite 
bank. Notwithstanding his cold-bath and the severity of his fall, the Colonel 
remounted immediately, and continued the race, but in taking the next fence, he 
found thai his collar bone had been fractured in the fall, and he was compelled to 
pull up. No sooner had Mr. Salkeld cleared the brook than he went away at 
full speed, apparently determined to make play, at a killing pace, but so soon as 
he found his adversary had been put hors du combat, he pulled his mare up into 
a trot, and rode over the remainder of the course at that pace. Mr. Salkeld is 
thus aguin the holder of the West Border Challenge Cup, having already won it 
twice. The same cup will be run for in March next, over three milles of sport- 
ing country in Cumberland, when there will be a most numerous entry, and good 
sport.

THE VAUXHALL BALLOON. 

Intelligence was on Monday received in London that the Vauxhall balloes 
had, after being up seventeen hours from its departure from Vauxhall, des 
in perfect safety at a village in the neighborhood of Weilburgh, that being the 
capital of Nassau Weilburgh—a distance from London of nearly 400 miles. Mr. 
Monck Mason, in a letter to a friend at Boulogne, thus briefly describes his ba- 
zardous journey:—‘ The balloon reached Dover about five o'clock, which place 
we passed at a vertical distance of about half a mile to the eastward, crossing 
the Channel from thence to Calais in two minutes within the hour. Un 
nately for the complete enjoyment of the prospect, the night set in tee. 
reached the sea—a misfortune which, however, in my opinion, by ¢ interest, 
amounting almost to intensity, occasioned by the obscurity of the scene, 
uncertainty as to our actual progress, removed ond confirmed by turns as we oe 
casionally obtained glimpses of the sea beneath us, or the coasts we were 4 
or approaching.

The immense sums invested in blooded stock in this country within the last 
few years, combined with the increased attention paid to the breeding and train- 
ing of horses, has been productive of results that to every well wisher of the Turt 
is gratifying in an eminent degree. As the commanity have become better ac- 
quainted with their object, 90 have the sports of the turf become general and 
popular. The character of those engaged in the improvement of the noblest of 
animals—the high minded and honorable manner in which racing has been con- 
ducted, and its beneficial results, are now so clearly seen and felt as to leave no 
hinge to hang a doubt upon, that it must soon be considered, if it is not already, 
the NaTwONAL sport of this country. 

The high importance of impreving the conditiun of the most noble and proud- 
est of animals, has enlisted in the cause of Field Sports and Racing the brightast 
names of this country and of Enzland. We quote from ourselves when we add 
thas “' the favorite sen of Virginia” chose for the relaxation of bis mind from 
the higher duties he owed his country, the occupation of rearing and perfecting 
the breed of his horses. The enlightened and polished nobility of England lavish 
their wealth on the creation of studs, and eliciting trials of speed between the 
immensely improved and pampered scions of the barbs of Arabia. Among the 
gemes of every renowned and civilized nation, Racing bas stood pre-eminent. 
Man, as lord of crevtion, naturally books to the most useful and most beautiful 
of the bower animale as the favorite object on which to bestow his treasure and 
his care. Stimulated by the hope of excelling, and proud of having achieved 
comparative perfection, he brings the trained courser to an honorable test of his 
speed, with enkindled feelings for his success, and a readiness to back his hopes 
and his judgment. Racing is peculiarly the amusement of gentiemen. Its in- 
troduction into America, and its progress thus far has been particularly distin- 
guished by the high and unblemished characier of its most efficient supporters. 
That it may continue so, and extend the improvements it has already mani- 
fested, impels us to give this elegant diversion the steady and zealous support of 
our columns. 

The transactions during the past year in blooded stock will not fall far short of 
half 2 million of dollars! In unother column of this paper it will be seen that 
$1000 each has been paid for as many 4 yr. olds. We might add, that Tyuste: 
was purchased a few weeks since for $7000, and it is within our personal know- 
ledge that the sum of $10,000 was offered last week and refused for Mingo. In 
her 4 yr. old form, Bay Maria was bought for $6000, and her spirited owner has 
recently imported yearlings from the Royal Stud of England, a single one of 
which cost him, when delivered, $2000. Jorn Bascomb, before his great match 
on Long Island last Spring, was sold in shares, at the valuation of $16,000. 
Argyle, also in shares, in the winter of 1835, for $15,000. Linnet's owners have 
refused the same price fur her, and the Hon. Baie Perron, the present eloquent 
and able member of Congress from ‘Tennessee, sold a 2 yr. old Leviathan colt 
last Spring for $2000, at which figure s0me half dozen others have been disposed 
of. Experiment sold first for $2000, und a few months afier for $1000. And 
Mr. Van Muter’s two Valentine colts, that three months since might have been 
purchased for $1000, sold last week for $1500. Post Boy sold at Tauersalle, in 
his 2 yr. old year, for something like $750, and with two years more on his head, 
$15,000 could aot bave bought him. 

We might go on enumerating the many instances that occur to our mind 
where horses have been sold in an untried siaie for from $500 to $1500, that are 
now recorded in the aunals of the turf as the winners ina single campaign of 
ten times the money—prices, which it is true, have remunerated the breeder for 
his expense and cure, but positively insignificant in comparison with their value, 
as ascertained by their public performances. It has been well remarked by an 
eminent turfman, that “ colts of the most fashionable and authentic pedigree and 
eonformation, seldom, if ever, bring to te mere breeder anything like their full 
value, un:il they are tried with well known good ones in public.” It is perform 
ance that stamps their value; without they excel in that, they are worthless for 
the tur’, and still worse for improving the breed. Hence the advantage to the 
farmer and breeder of racing associations—of frequent meetings, und other facili- 
ties for exhibiting and testing the powers of the horse. That this view of the 
subject is spreading throughout the country, our columns to-day furnish the 
proof. Every mail brings us intelligence of the formation of a new Clab, the 
report of racing over some new track, or sweepstakes opened for the benefit of 
the breeder. 

We have before alluded to the standing in society of the prominent turfmen of 
this country, and if the reader will refer to the report of the Heaton Park Meet- 
ing, (on page 382,) he will find that the sports of the turf engross the attention 
ef the fashion, the intelligence, and the chivalry of England. He will perceive 
that the enjoyments of atrial of speed and endurance, a scene in itself so pecu- 
hiarly exciting and attractive, were chastened and immeasurably magnified by 
the presence of the most lovely and fascinating portion of creation. The ap- 
pearance in the stand, surrounded by hundreds of “ fine women and brave men,” 
(as Byron has it,) of the beautiful Countess of Wilton, might well excite the 
rapture and delight of all around. She was there attended by the elite of the 
talent, the aristocracy, and the nobility of Great Britain, to hail her “ noble and 
honored lord,” Earl Wilton, as the winner of a splendid race, ridden by himself! 
During the meeting, this high born and spirited nobleman rode four races upon 
his own horses, two of which he won against his friends, similarly mounted. 
For a splendid gold cup, presented by the town of Manchester, for which ten 
started, gentlemen riders, the noble Earl rode Mundig, the winner of the Derby 
in 1836. The cup was won by Georce Oszatpeston, Esq., so well known as 
the owner of Tom Thumb, and the winner of the great match against time, of 
200 miles in 10 hours, in which he rode Tranby 12 miles. 

When suitable provision shall have been made for the accommodation of la- 
dies, we trust to see them in attendance more generally at the race meetings of 
the North. At the South, already, the different races are animated and gladdened 
by their presence, and the Race Balls of South Carolina are gay, brilliant, and 
recherche to a proverb. Racing will stand ona different footing in this quarter 
ere long, (“ and thereby hangs a tale,”) and as a foretaste of what is to follow, 
we close an almost interminable article, that has grown out of what we simply 
commenced as a paragraph, with stating that a sweepstakes, which has already 
six subscribers, has been opened for Gentlemen Riders, with a sub. of $200 
each, h. ft. Gentlemen are to ride 158 lbs.—the distance is two miles out, and 
the race is tocome off during the next Spring meeting of the New York Jockey 
Club, over the Union Course, Vive la bagatelie!

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GENBALOGICAL TABLES OF BLOODED STOCK. 
Praxuuan Co, Karrvoxy, Dec. 19 1638. 

Dear Sir—There have been published in the * Turf Register” tables of ge- 
nealogy, on the plan of those in Blackstone's Commentaries, in relation to the 
descent of estatos. Akhough they shew the descent, tables on the plan herewith 
sent possess more practical utility, because they not only shew the descent, but 
number the ancestors, and present to the eye the degree and fractional quanti- 
ties of bloed. Permit me to explain the table below, and the purposes of practi- 
cal utility to which it is applicable. My only apology is that many gentlemen 
who hate seen and used this have requested me tw publish it. Let K be taken 
for the animal whose pedigree is to be traced, then the first line of ancestry con- 
tains Nes. 1 and 2, sire and dum. ‘The second line contains 3, 4, 5,6, of which 
3 and 4 are the sire and dam of No. 1, and 5 and 6 of 3. 

The third line contaius 7, 8, &¢. te 14 inclusive, of which 7 and 8 are the sire 
and dam of No. 3—Nos. 9 and 10 of No. 4, &e. 

The fourth line contains 15, 16, &. to 30 inclusive, of which 15 aad 16 are 
the sire and dam of No. 7—and 17 aad 18 of No. 8, &e. 

The fifth line containing 31, 32, to 62 inclusive, shew the sires and dame of Nes. 
15, 16, &«. The Nos. 31 and 32 being sire and dam of No. 15, 33 and H, of 


OT ihe odd numbers above the line are made; all the even numbers below the 
line are female. 
The first line contains sire and dam; the second grandsires and grandams ; 
the third, g. grandsires and g. grandams, &. 
Universal Table of Numerical Genealogy. 
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Now het us suppose X to be Sir Archy. Then 1 is imported Diomed, 2 is 
Castianira, 3 is Plorizel, 4 Spectator Mare, 5 is Rockingham, 6 is Tabitha, &. so 
that an ancestor of pure blood must be found for every numer on the table, other- 
wise the pedigree is defecsive. Therefore, when | trace a pedigree J make a nume- 
rical table and require a name for every number. Yet, although a name may be 
found for every number, some of them may be impure; the table furnishes the means 
of indicating the degree of impurity and its proportion tothe whole Llood. Sup- 
pose No. 21 cold blooded, the table shews it to be the paternal g. g yg. sire of K, 
and being on the fourth line or one of 16 ancestors, therefore 1-16 of X is im 
pure. But suppose No. 31 to be gotten by a pure sire Lut lis dam impure, then 
No. 43 his sire is good, Lut 44 his dam is cold blooded ; and as 44 is one of 32 
ancestors on the Sih line, 1-32 of X is impure. Any person unucquainied with 
fractions can, by the axi of the table ascertain the amount of impurity in any 
animal, For insiance, let Nos. 10 and 26 be impure, then 1-8 and 1-16 ure im 
pure. But 10 is descended from 21 and 22 in the same line with 26, therefore 2 
22 and 26, or three numbers in 16, or 3-16 ace impure. Lei 8, 19 and 50 be im- 
pure: follow these in their diverging ascent te the top line, 8 becomes in its equi- 
valents in the top line 35, 36,37, 38, and 19 becomes 39 and 49, and 50 is al- 
ready in that line, so that 35, 36, 37, 38, 39, 40 and 50, are equal to 7 in 32, or 
7-32 are impure. 

One of the most important uses of the table is to supply the means of deAntée 
information in regard w any ancestor of any animal, to any correspondent who 
has one of these tables. Thus, if it were inquired what was the great grandam 
of Gohanna? It is evident that this admits of fewr answers. Taking X for Go. 
hanna, 8, 10, 12 and 14 are all great grandams, and either would answer the 
doubly indefinite inquiry. But suppose the inquiry shou'd be for the paterna! 
great grandam. The inquiry is still indefinite, for it may be answered by either 
8 or 10. But suppose the inquiry is for Gohanna’s No. 10 on Lewis’s table.— 
This admits but of one definite answer. It must be “ Tabitha.” By the first

Iam a great 
advocate for pure, perfectly pure, blood, in horses intended for quick and couti- 
nued motion. How much our reasoning is influenced by werds. Nobody asks 
why the greyhound is so swift, and yet we hear it inquired what is there in 
blood? It is the blood that gives him his specific form distinct from that of other | 
or mixed blooded dogs ; so in the horse, it is the blood of a particular species that 
gives the distinctive form and power of that species. We may breed black dray 
horses to black dray mares to all eternity, and they will aever produce an | 
American Eclipse, or Rodolph, or Bascomb, or Fanny Wyatt, sooner than a | 
couple of curs will bring « greyhound. 

There are degrees of velocity in the best bred greyhounds, so in the best bred 
race horses, and therefore, as blood horses contend with blood horses, some are 
found swifter and of greater power of endurance than others. But I have yet to 
see one of the demonstrably cold blooded hacks able to contend on the Course, or 
with the hounds, with a well-bred horse. 

Sir, the question about the value of blood in race horses would never have 
been raised, but from the circumstance that many of the commen horses in éhzs 


country whose blood is deemed cold, because it ia unknown, are descended from 
very fine race horses imported before the revolution or since that period. Form, 
coustenance, hair, dispositions, indicate blaod, alias spectes, in horses as much as 
in dogs. I mean, of course, to the practiced eye of a man of sense and judz- 
ment.

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NEWMARKET SECOND OCTOBER MEETING 


Monvay.—This was a shy day in more respects than one; the company was 
uncommonly thin, and the racing meagre in quantity and insignificant in cha- 
racter—two wretched matches and a bad handicap! Very !ittle attention was 
bestowed upon them, the all-engrossing Derby engaging the anxiety of ‘‘ swells” 
as wellas “legs.” Lord Jersey’s nags continue in great favor; and I am given 
to undersiand that besides a great many other beis made at Buckenham last 
week, a zallant Colonel took the odds about his Lordship’s outsider, Flave-up, to 
a very heavy amount, the effect being to elevate him to L5 to I, five points less 
than he was formerly quoted at. 1 did not observe that there was much change 
amongst the others; but an offer made this morning to back Jerecd against all 
the other horses trained, either direetly or indirectly, by Scott, and including of 
eourse Lord Chesterficid’s numerous lot, would imply that the stable is not over 
strong inquality, whatever it may be in number.* 

Brother Jonathan has now got Glencoe, Gluucus, Zinganee, and Priam, at a 
cost of nearly twelve thousand pounds! 1 heartily wish him suecess—he de- 
serves it. (If we go on parting with our best horses in this way, how many 
years will elapse ere the English breeders will have to cross the Atlantic as 
buyers ?)

Tvsspay.—A five, warm, but rather gloomy day, the wind shifting, and the 
sky indicative of rain; the race-course tolerably well attended (thanks to the 
country people), the spurt good, and the betting animated. The first race was 
a match, a filly-pounder, between two very middling young ones, viz. Lord Exe- 
ter’s Candia, and Lord Chesterfield’s Edgar, out of Eva's dam; the former, 
always a wretch, having the temerity to give 12ib., and the public to bet 6 to 4 
on her! She was beaten easily by two or three lengths—-Nat riding. 

The usual T.Y.C. 502. followed; it was won in a canter by Wintonian (Sam 
Day), beating Sir M. Wood's f. by Langar, out of Isabel; Lord Exeter's 
Gauntlet, by Red Gauntlet; Lord Oxford’s c. by Grand Duke, or Perchance; 
Mr. Eilis’s Miss Soptiia, by Shakspeare; Mr. Newton’s Fancheon; Lord Suf- 
field’s Morison; Mr. Sowerby’s Virago; and Lord Berners’ c. by Oscar, out of 
Spotless. Betting Zto L onthe winner. The only noticeable part of this race 
was the commencement, which actually took place without a false start! 

A match: for 50 sovs., T.Y.C., between Lord Egremont’s Madeira, 8st., and 
Lord Chesterfield’s f. by Zingunee, out of Ginnum’s dam, 7st. 9lb., was a very 
sporting affair; the former, neatly ridden by Sum Rogers, winning by a long 
neck; 2to 1 on him. 

The Clearweil was last year won by the winner of the St. Leger (Elis), by 
way of acontrast, it brought out this afternoon a lot of downright rubbish, and, 
I am torced to add, that the same may be said of all the Two Year Old Stakes at 
Newmarket this season ; the only colt deserving the slightest notice for the Derby 
being Mr. Wreford’s Wintonian, and that he is not much fancied by the party I 
am fuily persuaded. A reservation may, perhaps, be made for Mango, who was 
notoriously unfit for running, and not backed for the race to-day at 7 to 1, al- 
though they took 25 to L about him for the Derby. I have no doubt he will be 
made a great favorite for the latter. The betting for the Clearwell was confined 
to Corban at 9104, and Lady Slipper at 5 to 2, Mango, Ruby, and the winner, 
being respectively quoted at 7 or 8 to 1 each, and only backed for a few fives and 
tens. The following came to the post, and, strange io say, were started without 
a failure: —Mr. Sowerby’s Ruby, by Reveller, out of Turquoise; Lord Exeter's 
Corban, brother to Be.ram; Lord Exeter’s c. Champion, by Red Gauntlet, out of 
Patron’s dam; Mr. John Day’s f. Chapeau d’Espagne; Mr. Cooper's c. by Bo- 
badil, out of Lady’s Slipper; Colonel Peel's f. by Bedlamite, out of Garcia; Mr. 
Greville’s br. c. Mango, brother to Preserve; Mr. Forth’s ch. f. by Bedlamite, 
out of Hatfield’s dam; and Lord Chesterfield's b. f. Venilla. Corban took the 
lead at a slashing pace, Chapeau d’Espagne running almost abreast of him, and 
Mango, Lady’s Slipper, Garcia, and Venilla at their heels, al! clustered together, 
and all looking well; Ruby, Champion, and Old Forth’s filly did not live with 
them any distance, and may be dismissed at once as having nothing to do with 
the race. The first division maintained its order of running nearly the whole of 
the ground, nothing decisive showing itself ti!! close to the ropes, where Corban, 
Venilla, and Lady’s Slipper were in trouble; Mango looked well here, but it was 
pe for a moment, as Phase d’Espagne and Garcia singled themselves out, 

ran a match home, Garcia having clearly the worst of the race till the last 
stride, and here, as it seemed to me, young Sam Day left off with Chapeau d Es- 
pane giving an unexpected advantage to Garcia, which, as a matter of course, 
avis seized, made a tremendous effort, and won his race bya head. Sam Day 
isa very superior rider as a lad, but it does scem strange that where Sst. Sib. is 
to be carried, gentlemen will not put up old jockies—there were several unem- 
loyed. Mango ran the first two to a length, and was followed closely 1 

n, Lady’s Slipper, and Venilla, the latter being sixth. After the race Mango 
was not quoted at more than 25 to 1 for the Derby. 

Ig the evening was brought about the consummation of a life of extravagant 
folly and mistaken ambition; I allude to the sale of the property of that once un- 
rivalled jockey, Samuel Chifney, which took place at the Rutland Arms, by or- 
der of his assignees. The first lot consisted ef his house and racing stables; the 
former is really a fine mansion, splendidly fitted up, at a cost of nearly £3000 ; 
it comprises, amongst other Juxurious accommodations, “a noble entrance hall, 
22 feet by 12 feet; breakfast-room, 16 by 12; dining-room, 23 by 16}; drawing 
room, 23 by 64; grand stone staircase, dressing-rvoms, &«, &c.,” and is furnished 
ina style of splendor worthy of Grosvenor-square! This lot, exclusive of fix- 
tures and furniture, was knocked down to a Mr. Morgan for 2,900/. The second 
lot was Fidget-farm (freehold, like the house), which includes nearly seventy 
acres, amd is described. as being the most unique and complete for the purpose of 
breeding in the kingdom—it is within a mile of the town; the buildings not 
having reached the amount offered for it in private (3000) it was bought in. The 
third and last Jot was a policy of 2000/. on Chifney’s life, made two or three years 
ago in the Pelican, at an annual premium of 106/. 3s. 4d., Chifney being now in 
his fiftieth year; it fetched fifty guineas. And now that he has brought his pigs 
to so bad a market, what is he todo? Is he young enough to work? and if so, 
is he willing to give up old habits, and put his shoulder to the wheel and make 
up for lee-way ? 

There are two or three other “ high-flyers” who will do well to take warning 
by this—the inevitable consequence of an attempt to ape the expenditure and 
station of their masters. 

Wenpnespay.—A beautiful glowing day, and a very interesting list for the 
time of the year, as it has generally happened that the Wednesday in this meet- 
ing has been the reverse of productive. I take this to be a sign of better times, 
and am borne out in the notion that the number of races in this and the previous 
meetings, taken in the aggregate, show a very considerable increase on the ave- 
rage of the last three or four years. This is the best answer to those croakers 
who are constantly lamenting the “decline and fall” of racing at Newmarket; 
let them, if this be not sufficient, go back to the old records of aeeite here, and 
they will find that Newmarket has always, like the three per cents, had its ups 
and downs—all blanks one year, all prizes the next. Another proof of the truth 
of my position is the marked falling off jn the number of sales. Usually Mr. 
T.’s hammer has been “ going” almost every day, but in this, and the meeting 
preceding it, there has not been a solitary sule of blood steck ; the two or three 
lots of rubbish put up yesterday amounted to nothing. It is also worthy of re- 
mark that the Duke of Grafton keeps his young stock this year instead of selling. 
I perceive that the papers have alluded to the practice of having private dinner 
parties during the nieetings. I parfecly agree with them that they are highly 
prejudicial to racing at Newmarket. ere the gentlemen to meet, as of yore, at 
the Clab dinners, we should have more sport. Apologizing for the length of 
this introduction, I will conclude with oncey® racing.

Fripay.—On casting up the five days’ running, I find that there is an excess 
of five races over the same meetiug last year; the “ wagering” has increased in 
the same proportion, and the aspect of chings for the future is of a very en- 
couraging nature. The sport to-day consisted of four races, one of which, the 
Prendergast, created immense interest—heavy books were made on it (although 
the betting was confined to three horses), and several noble Lords and others 
stood to win from 1500/. to 20001. on it.

Keeping the best dish for the last, we finished with the Prendergast, tor which, 
out of twenty-three named, only the following showed:—Armenia, winner of 
the July, Corban, winner of the Chesterfield, Gaundlet, Cartoon, Chapeau d’Es- 
pagne, and c. by Cetus, dam by Blacklock; the last odds were 11 to 10 against 
Armenia, 5 to 2 against Cartoon (taken freely), 11 to 2 against Chapeau d’Es- 
pagne, and high odds against the others. In obedience to orders, Nat made use 
of Armenia at the beginning, but after leading the van for some two hundred 
yards, was passed by Chapeau d’Espagne and Corban,—Cartoon and the Cetus 
colt waiting on them to the cords, where Corban, Chapeau, and Armenia, were 
in difficulty ; Cartoon now took up the running, and, defeating a desperate effort, 
made on the post by the Cetus colt, won cleverly by « length,—only these two 
placed, but Armenia, by dint of stoutness, ran in a respectable third, the other 
three coming in so closely Jaid up with her, that I cannot take upon myself to 
say which was fourth. The owner of Cartoon is capented to have won

However great might be the gusto with which I anticipated the approach of 
this princely festival on former occasions, the present meeting presented itself 
with increased attraction and temptation, the stakes being more numerous and 
valuable; in addition to which the honored and noble Earl Wilton, in order to 
stamp the essence of perfection upon “the gathering,” at a very considerable ex- 
penditure had materially improved the Course, and made a very superior two- 
year-old run home, as well us built an elegant and beautiful stand, an accommo- 
dation to the visitors of the meeting which every one must highly appreciate, 
although the architect, from not being perhaps a Turfman, has a little erred in 
his judgment, and not constructed it upon such excellent principles as might 
have been adopted. I hear, however, that ere another meeting the error will be 
remedied, by the edifice being taken down, and rebuilt on a superior plan, and in 
a most advantageous and supa gas. desirable situation. ‘ 

The Park, during the days of meeting, presented its usual accommodation to 
the “choice spirits” and “bons vivants” at our old respected friend ‘‘ King’s 
capacious Pavilion,” where the best and choicest of viands were at command in 
a truly monarch’s style at a moderate and somewhat cheap charge. The wea- 
ther was, however, dreadfully watery and unpleasant, the influence of whieh 
upon the course proved very disadvantageous, and caused the sod to be too exu- 
berant to the respective joc he who exhibited its effects upon their several per- 
sons in plentiful portions. To this circumstance, I should say to my sporting
